sanitary landfill in Antioch at a 
public hearing last Tuesday ' 
night, 'Aprir'2:i;-;,i'^,y,^::.-^..;';;:^^ 

The meeting was moved from 
the Village Hall to the Rescue 
Squad building, to accomodate ; 
the: large crowd. Most of those 
present indicated that they live 
near the proposed landfill site 
between the Industrial area arid 
Little Silver Lake. 

A landfill has hecn operated 
by several owners on 20 of the SO 
acres -since about 1001._ When_ 
the first Antioch Zoning 
Ordinance and Map was ; 
adopted in 1966, the site was : 
designated for light industry, 
with the existing, landfill 
operation allowed to continue aii ' 
a non-conforming use. 

The Zoning Ordinance per? 
mits a landfill only \yith a 
special use permit in an area 
zoned for heavy industry. This_ 
is what CCD is requesting forT 
the entire 80-acre site; 

Objectors, to' the proposed 
rezoning had indicated the hasis ~ 
of their opposition prior to the 
hearing. Wayne Erickson, -pres- 
ident of the Little Silver Lake 
Improvement Association and; 
spokesman foi/ the group, stated 
that the site is ^*not fit for a 
garbage dump." 
> Because three-fourths , of the 
site is ir^a flood plain, Erickson 
said, operation ^of a landfill , 
there would pose dangers of

About half of the<JiO r 
acres presently sitting empty 
would be used for landfill, they _ 
said, with tHeTremainder set"; 
aside as a retention hasis for 
possible flood, waters. The 
eastern 40f) feet of the property ' 
would rcma in as a buffer zone.

McComas, professoi' of hydro- >; 
geology atr^nt (Ohio) State^ 
Uniyersity ■ Uold the Zoning ? 
Board that under the surface on 
most of the site is a layer of clay 
to a depth'Of about 50 or 60 feet. 
Since liquids will not easily pass ^ 
through clay,: the trench ■would; 
coTitain waste ■ matter ^without^

High school finances reassuring 



- Aiilioch Coiiimuiilly High 
Schiml liusiiit'KS Manager Ken 
Wierschem painted a reassur- 
ing financial picture for the 
school board at -the regular 
April meeting. 

WterKcliiMii reported that by 
till* oitd (»r ilio current fiHcal 
year, June 30, the school budgi 
should be in the black, or cic 
to it. As a result; he added, he 
should be able to "at least get 
through July" without having to 
request tax anticipation war- 
rants. • 

There lias been some qocstioii 
raised concerning school reve- 
nues, because of the property 



tax assessment rollback an- 
nounced by county official^ 
earlier this year. J^ith coiirt 
litigation in process, and more, 
expected, Wierschem is predict- 
ing that it may be September,. at 
the earliest, before thie school 
[begins receiving property tax 
distributions. 

The Board went' on record 
urging the County Board to 
implehient a new State law (SB 
138) which" allows the first 
portion of -property taxes to be 
collected by March 1. Wier- 
schem explained that this wpuld 
permit, him to draw up the 
budget each year with, some

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Federal program 
to compensate widows 

and survivors of law 
-enf brcienient of f icers 



In the wake of numero us^ 
violent attacks against police 
officers between 1960 and lft7ft. 
including many police deaths^'a 
demand arose for sbnie kind of 
Federal program ; to compen- 
■sate_ the widows and other .. 
survivors of these law enforce- 
ment officers. The pattern 
during the period of the 60's also 
included- attacks on many 
firemen who were called to 
extinguish ifires deliberately 
. ignited by militant demonstra- 
tors. It was feit that the families 
of such firefighters who were 
killed in the line of duty should 
be included in aiiy such national 
compensatory program : 
; ;Eariy in.1972, at a meeting of 
/ police officers in the White 
HoUse President Nixon expres- 
sed his support' for sonrte such 
legislation. Subsequently, at the 
request of the Attorney General 
this Member of Congress 
sponsored legislation granting a : 
■' . Federal gratuity of ,$50,000 to 
; widows, and families of "publjc 
safety officers" killed as the 
result|Of a criminal act or an 
^^^pparent' crinfiihal act. 

The lofty^ original concept 
appears now to have gotten 
, completely out of hand in the 
passage last week in the House 
of Representatives of H.R.J 
11321. This measure would - 
grant A gratuity of $50,000 to the 
widows and families of any and 
all local and state public safety 
officers, .inclu<^ing volunteer 
firemen, auxiliary police, offi- 
cers, parole officers, probation 
officers and others who are 
killed while "engaged, in the 
performance of their duty" .- 
and where the activity is 
determined "to be potentially 
dangerous." Thus, the original 
concept appears to be lost in the 
me'^uce-passgd.bjr the House. 
What's .more, the measure 
passed by the House would 
operate retroactivelyvid com- 



perisate all of those covered by 

the bill during-the peridd from 

Oc tober 11 ; 1972. It is su spec ted 

that: by selecting ^^this dale 

certain specific death cases will 

.be included; ; H6we\^er; ^bv 

i. rejecting jail of the deaths^which- 

. ' occurred prior, to that date, the 

measure wouldv; discriminate 

against the farnilies of yir(ualiy 

^ all pblicemen and firemen who 

died previously from, ai crirhinal 

Emotions ran high on the' 
floor of the Hpuse when several 
former police officers - now 
Members of the uls. House — 
described, the violent deaths 
which were^ experienced by ; " 
their fellow policenien wi th 
whom ^ they ■ were formerly 
associated. Thos? who question-, 
ed the greatly expanded scope 
of the nieasui*e were dieihounced 
as lacking-in-compassion. 

Still, there are valid and 
logical -reasons for questioning 
r the wisdoni of the House-passed 
bilf: (1) : If. the Federal^ 
governnient is to provide such a 
gratuity in the forin of added;- 
compensation, then there' would 
seem to be no.rational limit to 
the beilefits of all kinds which 
all local and ;5tate public safety 
officials might enjoy from 
Federal, appropriations. (2) 
Since the $50,000 death benefit is ; 



a "gratuity** or gift, the:; 
measure ^involves a hew 
Federal principle in which 
benefits are paid to local and 
state officials for which . no,: 
contributions of. any kind b^ ^^ 
thc„ individuals or local Or state 
giWernments , are made. (3) 
Since the measure has been 
expanded froni the original 
description of policemen: and 
firemen to include virtually all 
cont'd ional officers, the next 
.step might be to include health 
^nd welfare officials, sanitation 
employees, cpnseryatioh 1)er- 
sonnel, and virtually every 
other type of state and local 
officer whose life might , be 
endangered in the course of 
performing his duties^, ^ : '. 

In the face of spifaling 
inflation in which excessive 
Federal expenditures are, an 
acknowledged contributing fac- 
tor, the estimated annual cost of 
this legislation in the amount of 
$17.5 million, as well as the- 
added $26.2 millipn for making 
retroactive payments would

Village Attorney Andrew*
